1*  KLECNAGE*  All  samples  of  effluent  from  the  sewerage  works  have  Been  proved 
satisfactory. 

2.  v LITER  SUPPLY . The  Merioneth  .later  Board  was  formed  during  the  year,  hut  all  duties 
were  carried  out  by  the  distriot  Council  until  such  time  as  the  "water  Board  may 
take  over » 

The  water  main  supplying  the  Penllyn  District  towards  G-lanrafon 
was  laid  during  the  year,  the  water  being  supplied  by  the  Bala  U.D.C. 

Three  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

ix  chemical  analysis  shows  the  water  to  be  potentially  corrosive 
but  its  organic  condition  is  satisfactory. 

3*  CLEAN  AIR*  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under  the 
"Clean  Air  Act  1956. 


4®  IU1FUSE_  ^OffjECTI_ON.  A new  refuse  lorry  w as  purchased  during  the  year,  the  running 
costs  of  which  are  shared  with  the  Penllyn  R.D.C. 

5o  ^b_S^lRCES . Statutory  Notices  under  the  Public  Health  Act  had  to  be  served  in  a 
few  cases  and  nuisances  abated. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act. 

Tv.o  houses  in  a unwholesome  condition  had  to  be  dealt  with. 

6.  CARAVANS . No  new  licences  were  issued  under  the  Caravans  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  I960.  One  licence  continues  in  force. 

7 • EACTORIES.  No  new  factories  were  established  or  closed  during  the  year.  Eactories 
were  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  forthwith  complaints.
